Quarterback Don Pattullo and 
junior halfback Dave Hixon both 
turned in outstanding per- 
formances to spark the Andover 
High football team to a 20-14 
Merrimack Valley Conference vic- 
tory over Dracut last Saturday at 
the Eugene V. Lovely Field.

out the nation, and strangely 
enough, in London, Paris, Tokyo 
and other major world centers. 
The newspapers tell us that we can 
expect a mass march on Washing- 
ton on November 15th and other 
mass activities on December 15th, 
if the results of the impending de- 
monstrations fail to produce more 
or less immediate results. 


I am writing this letter to speak 
up as one who is strongly opposed 
to clothing this form of political 
activity with the aura of respect. 
This country is currently striving 
to disentangle itself from its com- 
mitment to South Vietnam and in 
so doing is engaging in political 
discussions with representatives 
Of, its opponents, the so-called 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
and the Vietnamese Liberation 
Front, two anti-democratic orgdh- 
izations. It is the responsibility 
of the President under the Con- 
stitution of the United States to 
conduct the foreign affairs of this 
country and of no one else. Cur- 
rently we have been carrying out 
the withdrawal of combat units of 
significant strength and our forces 
in Vietnam are in fact being re- 
duced as an indication of our good 
intentions. So far there have been

intent on the part of those with 
whom we are negotiating. A final 
settlement, however, dependson 
the negotiations in Paris andelse- 
where, and a reasonable and ac- 
ceptable set of conditions under 
which the United States will feel 
that it can abandon its allies re- 
mains to be negotiated. It must be 
obvious to the most naive that the 
U.S.S.R.. and Red China will not 
negotiate as long as it feels that 
the United States is being pres- 
sured by its own people to with- 
draw. 

Ostensibly I gather that the as- 
sembly in Andover onOctober 15th 
will be solely for the purpose of 
holding a memorial service for 
those Massachusetts men who have 
lost. their lives in-Vietnam in the 
course. of this conflict... However, 
the fact» thab it: coincides with:a 
movement the objectives.of which 
have been declared, to, be quite dif- 
ferent, causes me to wonder what 
we are doing in this town on this 
occasion. This country has sent 
some 40,000 of its best young men 
to their deaths in the cause of main- 
taining the independence of South 
Vietnam. We ourselves havehad 
one son over there with the Ma- 
rines for a year and he survived 
to return in August; now hisolder 
brother is there and I do not 
hesitate to say that I view with 
alarm efforts to create chaos in 
our country’s stand onthis matter.. 
and these efforts are only too 
obvious. The American people 
seem to feel that the power poli- 
tics of the Soviet Union and of the 
People’s Republic of China to back 
North Vietnam in such a force- 
able takeover are more than they 
wish to cope with, and accordingly 
I assume we all are prepared ‘to 
witness a withdrawal of United 
States troops in due course, but 
with some semblance of result for 
the expenditure of lives which has 
occurred, and this can only be 
accomplished with time. 

Rather than trying to force the 
issue on October 15th, it seems to 
me that we shouldbe donning sack- 
cloth and ashes inremembrance of 
these young men who will have 
given their lives trustingly but 
futilely because their country let 
them down. 

I would much rather see a mass 
meeting of our citizens gathered 
together for a day of prayer to ask 
for guidance for our leaders in 
their search for a solution to this 
complex problem. . What we need 
now is solidarity, not division.

For most 
people, amphetamines do have ex- 
hilarating effects, while bar- 
biturates bring calming. 

They are powerful drugs, too 
powerful to play around with. Yet 
too many people are doing so. No 
one knows how many, but the best 
estimates are that about 200,000 - 
and perhaps as many as 400,000 - 
persons regularly abuse these and 
other non-narcotic drugs. 

The case of:Mary Jones illus- 
trates the matter. It’s a hypothe- 
tical case, not a real name, but 
it is true. 

Mary takes amphetamines to get 
going and barbiturates to put her 
to sleep. She does this day in and 
out. She takes the ‘‘up and down” 
pills without the supervision of her 
family doctor. 

Mary is - or is on the way to 
being - a slave of these drugs, 
addicted to them, a ‘‘junky’”’ as 
the slang goes. What is worse, she 
doesn’t know it. She doesn’t know 
facts she needs to know, like; 
these: 

The ‘‘up drugs,’ pep pills also 
called ‘‘bennies’”’ and ‘‘ speed” are 
@ group of drugs known as am- 
phetamines. They form one-half 
of what is perhaps the biggest part 
of the drug abuse problem in the 
U. S. today. 

The other half of the problem 
are the ‘‘down drugs’’ - sedatives, 
sleeping pills, the large family of 


drugs made for medical purposes 
to relax a person. 

What do the ‘‘down drugs’’ do? 

They produce a relaxing effect 
for most people; in normal, medi- 
cally supervised doses, they mildly 
depress the action of the nerves, 
skeletal muscles, and heart 
muscle. In abnormal doses, the 
effects resemble alcoholic 
drunkenness. 

Are these drugs addicting? 

The amphetamines or ‘‘up 
drugs’’ produce **psyc hological’’ 
dependence - a practice that can 


become a habit for mental or emo- 
tional reasons. 

The ‘*down drugs, ’’ barbiturates 
usually, are physically addicting, 
Some experts consider barbiturate 
addiction more difficult to cure 
than dependency upon a narcotic 
like heroin or cocaine. 

Are these drugs dangerous to 
use? 

They have definite medical and 
health values if properly used 
under a physician’s direction. 

None is properly available with- 
out a physician’s prescription, 
This is for the very good reason 
that their misuse or abuse can be 
dangerous. 

Barbiturates are a leading cause 
of accidental poison deaths. Sleep- 
ing pills distort how people see 
things; they slow down reactions 
and responses. They are an im- 
portant cause of automobile acci- 
dents, 

Amphetamines misused canlead 
to accidental deaths and to acci- 


dents because they can distort 


perception, judgment, and even 
cause severe mental derangement.

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The time has come, we think, to evaluate the effective- 
ness of the New England town meeting as it relates to 
Andover. 


There is little doubt that Supporters can lay claim to it 
being the most truly democratic form of government.

Monday night, at a special town meeting (in the bylaws 

a mandatory semi-annual town meeting) was attended by 
almost 600 people, a sparse representation of the 
registered voters. 


The voters stayed for as many articles as they were in- 
terested in, before a quorum was doubted and a check 
proved there were less than the 350 voters necessary. The 


meeting was adjourned. 

Less than half of the almost 40 articles were acted upon 
at the time of adjournment, and there were doubts that the 
entire warrant could be completed, since interest warned 
after money articles — or school items — were enacted, 

The time has come for a full evaluation. What the 
answer is, to finding an alternative, remains a question.

A Difference 


There would appear to be a dangerous difference be- 
tween two local municipal boards. 

On the surface, it would appear that the Finance com- 
mittee and the School committee are at odds. 

This condition is not good for the town. 

The FinCom has a job to do. It is responsible for main- 
taining fiscal responsibility within the community. 

The school committee is charged with providing 
adequate education for the young people of the town. 

The FinCom works hard at examining the financial pro- 
blems facing the town. In its recommendations this week, 
they made a judgment at the special town meeting, which 
apparently was not favorable to the school committee, thus 
a difference between the two appears to exist, 

The same situation resulted last March when the Fin- 
Com asked the school officials to trim their budget, since 
they had overspent for the year before. 

The bridge was crossed and the two groups were amic- 
able once again. 

The difference comes about again. School people may 
have been guilty of not doing their homework on the 
Central school issue, but to blame the FinCom for denying 
them all they wanted, is not sufficient cause to suddenly 
determine that the two groups should be at odds. 

We would like to see the two groups get together and 
work out the problems that face the town.

The sur- 
rounding growth resembles jaws, 
colorful, yet almost appearing to 
be ready to chomp the wires and 
poles which caused removal of 
the full foliage. 


To the weekend motorist, those 
who go for a ride in the country, 
the typical scene is the roadside 
stand featuring an abundance of 
squash and pumpkins. 

There are still some fre sh 
vegetables available at the stands, 
as well as a fresh crop of apples, 

Another delicacy of the season, 
now coming into abundance is apple 
cider.

Fall is a good season to plant 
many of our broadleaved trees, 
Now that foliage is changing color 
and the leaves have stopped func- 
tioning, the shock of transplanting 
is at a minimum. 

But how do you select a de- 
sirable shade tree? Do you base 
it on price and fast growth? Un- 
fortunately these two criteria do 
entrap many homeowners into pur- 
chasing trees like weeping willow 
and silver maple, 

There’s nothing any prettier than 
a willow at the edge of a pool, or 
stream, but next to a house they 
are hazardous and a nuisance. In 
ordinary well drained Soils, they 
require constant cleaning up. A 
fast growing tree is apt to be weak 
and therefore is easily broken 
during wind and ice storms. Both 
willow and silver maple are 
severely attacked by beetles and 
scale insects. It would be far better 
to pay a little more for a strong 
wooded tree of medium growth, 
Such a tree should require a min- 
imum of maintenance, be adaptable 
to average soil conditions, have 
few pest problems, does not pro- 
duce objectionable fruit, and be 
attractive at all seasons. 


In 1928 a telephone service re- 
ferendum showed the town not in

Spring flowering bulbs are hardy 
plants that require little care. 
They provide early color in your 
garden or yard at a time when few 
other plants are in bloom. 

Among the more popular spring 
flowering bulbs are tulip, narcis- 
sus, hyacinth, and crocus. Some 
that are not so well known are 
scilla, chionodoxa, muscari, and 
galanthus. 

You can use bulbs anywhere in 
your garden. Some are best as 
border plants. Others are best 
when grouped in large masses of 
color. And many kinds can be 
scattered in lawns or planted 
among shrubs as ground cover. 

To grow spring flowering bulbs 
successfully--- 

Select healthy, mature bulbs and 
store them in a cool, dry place 
until planting time. 

Prepare the soil in the plant- 
ing beds thoroughly, 

Plant at depths, distances apart, 
and planting times recommended 
for each kind of bulb. 

Maintain a winter mulch to pre- 
vent damage from alternate 
freezing and thawing.

FinCom May 
Request 


Reconsideration 


Adjourning of the town meet- 
ing to Oct. 20 may allow recon- 
sideration of an article rejected 
by the session Monday night. 

The item was to return $40,000 
in planning funds for a resource 
center at the east junior high 
school to the general fund. 

It appeared that the article, 
submitted by former Town 
Manager Richard J. Bowen, re- 
sulted in confusion at the meet- 
ing, thus another attempt will be 
made on Oct, 20, when the meet- 
ing resumes, to reconsider action 
and allow the $40,000 to stand until 
the March town meeting, or until 
the project is resolved, 

Dr. Albert J. Greenberg said 
Tuesday night, that he thought 
reconsideration was due. ‘‘The 
people didn’t know what they were 
voting for. Actually the school 
people want. the money, but the 
wording got to the point where 
the voters thought the school 
people did not want the money.” 

Greenberg, who spoke in favor 
of retaining the funds, feels the 
town is making a grave error in 
not holding onto the funds until 
such time as the federal funds 
either are available, or the pro- 
ject has to be dropped. 


He explained at the meeting that 
Johnson Associates, which is 
making the preliminary plans to 
be submitted to the federal govern- 
ment for the $500,000 project, 
would not receive any money, until 
such time as the federal grant 
becomes available. 

The FinCom chairman also ex- 
plained that he was going to meet 
with the superintendent of 
schools, the town manager and 
Johnson associates on the project 
to check on its status. 

He said there was every guar- 
antee in the agreement with John- 
son associates to protect the town. 


‘Anytime I can get a_ half- 
million dollars by spending 
$40,000, I’11 buy that,’? Greenberg 
said. 

Dr. Kenneth R, Seifert, superin- 
tendent of schools, asked the meet- 
ing for time to study the project. 


Since it is a school issue, there 
exists the possibility that the 
thought of reconsideration of this 
or any of the other articles may 
spur more interest in attendance 
when the meeting reconvenes a 
week from Monday.
